Dispatch transmitted translation copy of revised draft of subject security Regula- 
tions dated 31 March 1954* Minieter ialrat DUIXIENof the Fed Min of Interior informed 
representatives of the Allied Directors of Intelligence that the lack of further 
progress in providing for institution of the revised regs throughout all Federal and 
State offices in the FedRep was one result of the defection of Dr. JOHN and the 
resulting drop in the prestige of the Bundesamt fuer Verfasaungsschut*, named in the 
revised regulations as the authority responsible for general supervision of implementa- 
tion of the regulations and personnel screening. According to DULLIEU, shortly after 
JOHN*s departure the IntMin received comments from some of the other Ministries serious 
questioning those provisions of the revised regs with respect to the BftHs role In 
protective security. Although DULLIEN chose to attribute the delay In overall in- 
stitution of the regs as an aftermath of the juh;: case, it must be borne in mind that 
JOHN did not leave until 20 July and, despite its March statements to the effect that 
negotiations with the several States were about to conmence, that the FedlntMin 
apparently took no action on the revised regs between the end of March and that date. 
DULLIEN was unable to give an approximate date for the expected Cabinet approval of 
the reviged regs. DULLIEN la leaving the FedMln of the Int to take up a position with 


the Ethiopian Government. 
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
